been wounded. The statistics relate 
exclusively to crimes referred to the 
courts, and do not include wounds 
which healed within ten days or cas- 
es which were hidden from 
the po- 


lice.

Worn by Native Women in Isthmus 


of Tehuantepec. 
/ 


It Is believed that many American 


and European tourists will be attract- 
ed to the Isthmus cf Tehuantepeo as 
soon as they learn that the National 
Tehauntepec railroad has been com- 
pleted and opened for regular traffic 
and regular steamship service has been 
established between Coatzaecalcos and 
United States and European ports, and 
between the Pacific coast terminal, Sa- 
lina Cruz and San Francisco. 
The 


Isthmus of Tehuantepec has hereto- 
fore been so far removed from through 
lines of travel that comparatively few 
pleasure seekers have visited it. In its 
winter climate the isthmus 
is unex- 


celled. The air is bracing and re- 
freshing. Even in summer the beat is 
not oppressive, and at Santa Lucrecia, 
where an altitude of sevesal hundred 
feet is reached, there are all of the 
comforts that are to be found at most 
summer resorts in the United Slates. 
In order to accommodate visitors, large- 
hotels have been provided at Coatza- 
coaicos, Santa Lucrecia, Salina Cruz 
and other places along the lice of rail- 
road. 


There are many interesting things to 


be seen on the isthmus, not the least 
of which are the native Tehuanas, or 
Indian women. They wear a peculiar 
dress that is to be seen in no other 
part of Mexico. It is called the Huipll 
dress. 
It consists of a short cape, 


made of white or colored muslin, with 
a deep lace border of white or the pal- 
est lavender, 
a tece collar, shore 


sleeeves, with long ruffles: a 
shore 


muslin jacket of some bright color, 
with low neck and short sleeves, and 
a petticoat, which is simply an oblong- 
niece of crimson or dark blue cotton 
cloth, wound around the loins, where 
it is confined by a sash, sad reaching- 
to ihe ankles. This peculiar dress is 
worn by every Tehuana woman an:l 
child, without respect to age or social 
nosition. It is worn in many different; 
ways, according to the occasion, and 
is always of the brightest colors ob- 
tainable. 


The market rlac-e in Tehuartepee 


is a scene of brilliancy each morair.g 
when the women gather to do their 
trading. One of the staple focd pro- 
ducts is the iguana. 
This a-imcl is 


sold alive. It is a fc-ct or two long, 
and in order to make it marketable 
its mouth is sewed up. to prevent it 
from biting, and its legs are tied be- 
hind its back. The Tehuanas are not- 
ed for their cleanliness. The men are 
indolent, cf short stature and slight 
build. They wear white linen shirts, 
with, the tails outside of the trousers. 
Men, 
women and children go care- 


footed. 


There are a number of American 


planters on the isthmus. Most of their 
holdings are in the interior. 
These 


plantations are principally 
devoted 


to raising coffee and sugar. 


As a side trip the American tourist 


may go over the new Pan-American 
railroad, which now runs from 
.San 


Geronimo, a station on the National 
Tefcuantepec road, to withia 100 miles 
of the Guatemala border. Considerable 
progress has been made in the con- 
struction of this last one hundred 
miles, and the builders declare that in 
less than a year the read will be fin- 
ished to the Guatemala border. Deer, 
wild hogs and other game which are 
to be found in tropical Mexico abound 
all along the route. There are no re- 
strictive game laws, and the sports- 
man can hunt and kill to tiis heart's 
desire.

While the state department has 
instructions to enforce the law it will 
take sonic time for the grocers to dis- 
pose of tho godds which they had on 
hand at the' time the law went into ef 
feet and every assistance is being given 
to get the law into operation as soon as 
possible so that there will bo no undue 
activity to secure its enforcement. 
As 
tho terms of the law are very intricate 
aud might be misunderstood easily by 
the novice, the inspectors have been giv- 
en instructions to visit all groceries and 
to thoroughly explain all of the different 
provisions of the law so that there will 
be no chance for any question to arise 
in the future which might cause unwar- 
ranted delays in bringing its operation 
to the eillciency which is expected.

According to J. S. Flynn, a passen­ 
ger on the Roanoke, Captain Doran, of 
the Columbia, succeeded in launching 
four lifeboats and two rafts before the 
Columbia sank. 
Flynn in an inter­ 
view said that Captain Doran acted 
with great coolness in the face of 
death and went down with his^ ship.

Ruler of Korea Forced to Step Down 


By Japanese. 


Seoul, Korea, July 20.—The emperor 
has abdicated in favor of the crown 
prince. 
The 
emperor convened the 
elder statesmen at 1 o’clock this (Fri­ 
day) morning. 
Tho cabinet ministers 
waited in an adjoining room while tho 
rmperor 
conferred 
with 
the 
older 
statesmen. After a two-hours’ confer­ 
ence his majesty finally yielded and 
made up his mind to abdicate. 


Since the refusal of The Hague con­ 
ference to admit the Korean delegation 
because of Japan’s objection, the feel­ 
ing against Japan in Korea has stead­ 
ily grown stronger. 


The abdication of the emperor is ap­ 
parently the beginning of the end of 
this ancient empire and the inaugura­ 
tion of a closer control by Japan than 
that she has exercised since the treaty 
of Portsmouth recognized her predom­ 
inant influence in the Hermit Kingdom

Gettysburg; Has Blaze. 


Gettysburg, July 22,—Fire last night 
destroyed the large stables and storage 
establishment of Spalding Brothers, car- 
riage dealers, at the corner of York and 
South Stratton Streets, together with two 
horses and a large numbsr of new vehicles 
belonging to the firm, and a large amount 
of farm implements belonging to Clifford 
C. Bream, who had the goods stored in 
the Spalding buildings. 
The origin of 
the fire is unknown, 
The loss is estimat- 
ed at $5,000, a large part of it being cov- 
ered by insurance. 


The fire was discovered at exactly 1 o'- 
clock by Frank E. Cremer, of Hanover, 
and Clarence Ziegler, of Gettysburg, who 
were sleeping at the home of Mr. Crem- 
er's father in-law, Wallace Ziegler, and 
were awakened by the blaze which threw 
its light into their bedroom window, the 
rear of the house being in direct line with 
the buildings which burned. 
Dressing 
hurriedly they gave the alarm, and it was 
but a short while until the fire company 
was on the scene of the conflagration. 


The fire at this time was confined to 
the stables, in the loft of which the fire 
had its origin. 
Two plug streams were 
turned on these, but finding that it would 
be impossible to save them, attention was 
given to the main storage house and to 
another stable also occupied by Spalding 
Brothers. 
The former was burned to the 
ground while the latter was only partial- 
ly destroyed. 
While the fire company 
was fighting the flames a large number of 
citizens bent their energies to saving as 
much of the stock as possible and render- 
ed most valuable services. 
Four horst-H 
and one mule were saved. 
One of the 
horses saved ran out of the stable with its 
mane burning brightly. 
It ran so rapid- 
ly, however, that the animal had gone 
but a short distance until the flames were 
fanned out. 
The mule which was saved 
was so badly burned that it will have to 
be killed. 
The other three horses were 
burned very little. 
The heat, which was 
intense, endangered a number of other 
buildings. 
Shortly before 2:30 the flames 
were under control. 
The prompt re- 
sponse of the fire department and the fact 
that there was no wind alone saved Get- 
tysburg from one of the most destructive 
fires in its history.

SHOT HIS OWN HORSE 


A Tale of a Military Buffilo 


Hont. 
* * * 


* .Johnny Come Lately—that’s 
what 
we dubbed him. 
He 
certainly 
was 
splendidly constructed; about six feet 
tall, very fair-complexioned, and with­ 
al as handsome as a picture, with an 
easy boyish move and a merry twinkle 
in his eye 
which it was 
hard for 
Johnny to hide oven when he tried 
to look severe, for he was military, 
was Johnny. 
All West Pointers are, 
when they first join their regiment, 
Lieut. Biddle (our Johnny) being no 
exception to the rule, and when he 
Joined our troop K, Seventh United 
States cavalry, at Fort Lincoln, D. T., 
in September, 1876, the above sobri­ 
quet was handed out to him and it 
«tuck. 
He would do 
the 
funniest 
things, so we thought, but it was all 
strictly military; he didn’t seem 
to 
realize at first that he had struck a 
regiment of real troopers and that we 
were there to protect the frontier, not 
look pretty. These nice little military 
points when Lieut. Biddle wfas on duty 
went against the grain, but he was a 
man, every inch of his six feet, and 
equare; no favorites, only Just a lit­ 
tle too military at first. But that wore 
off in time. 


After a hard campaign the follow­ 
ing summer of ’77 the seventh, about 
the first of September, 
struck 
the 
Tongue river cantonment on the Yel­ 
lowstone, and had only 
one 
little 
brush with the Indians, about £00 
soldiero to 84 Indians. 
They tried to 
escape, but we captured (hem all ex­ 
cept four and they went to the happy 
hunting grounds. 
Now Johnny was 
all fire, didn’t say much, but wanted 
to fight. After we corralled the Chey­ 
ennes we turned them over to 
Gen. 
Miles at Cedar Creek on the Yellow­ 
stone. 
This was in June, and John­ 
ny certainly looked disappointed when 
he didn’t even get a go at the In­ 
dians. 
Our troop that day was rear 
guard. 
A few days later we struck 
a herd of buffalo, probably 3000, scat- 
tered over about ten miles or more of 
territory. Two men were detailed out 
of each of five companies to make a 
killing. 
All the officers knew Lient. 
Biddle’g desire for adventure and he 
■was put in charge of the ten men. He 
rode 
a crackerjack of a horse; his 
€yes shone like diamonds, and before 
we struck the first few old bulls he 
called me to him and said, “Stine, 
you’ve been raised in this country, 
li&ven’t you?’' 


“Yes, sir, I said/' 
‘Know all about killing buffaloes?” 
'Some little,” I replied. 
'Now, I don’t want to go wrong 
on this hunt,” said the 
lieutenant, 
"and I don’t want any mishap-, nor do 
I want the command to have the laugh 
on me. 
Now, I’m ordered not to kill 
over 25, but there you see they are 
stam peding already.” 


“Just what you want,” I said. "Hold 
your bridle with the left hand and 
carbine in the right; dash into the 
herd and keep going with ’em; don’t 
•top; pay no attention to your right 
hand side, they will keep away from 
you. 
Now pick the cow—always pick 
a young cow, they can run faster and 
It takes a good horse to outrun them. 
Ride up on the right hand side, lean 
over a little toward the buffalo, throw» 
your carbine in the hollow of your 
left arm and blaze away. 
But, Lieu­ 
tenant, don’t shoot too quick; wait un­ 
til your saddle is just opposite the 
brute’s hump, tor the minute you hit 
one if it don’t go down they’ll turn 
^uicker’n greased lightning and catch 
your horse in the flank as he goes by. 
Now don't stop, whatever you do; just 
lieep going with the herd and when 
you think you have killed enough, 
pull out to one side, if you *get an 
opening, understand—*” 


•‘Yes, I guess so,” said Biddle. “Now 


let’s at them.” 


Well, the Lieutenant watched me 
«hoot nay first cow buffalo and, sure 
enough, she didn’t go down. As I said, 
turned the second she was hit, but 
my horse had passed her and on we 
vent, 
Biddle was riding on my right 
about ten yards away, and Jooking at 
me, smiled *md nodded, then dashed 
ahead on his own account.

gaining on him very fast He was only 
ten yards ahead and I was ready to 
drop him. 
I didn’t have time to look 
about me, but “bang” went a six- 
shooter just ahead of me.

He often spoke of his wife, 
long since dead, and of his married 
daughter, now living in London. 
Ac­ 
cording to the 
General 
there 
had 
•been an estrangement between him 
and his daughter, but it was happily 
settled only a few days ago. He spent 
much time in compiling a series of 
reminiscences, which had been com­ 
pleted and submitted for publication. 
According to Mrs. Campbell he ex­ 
pected to fall heir shortly to a for­ 
tune in Scotland by virtue of being 
the last living person in a long line 
of nobility. 
It is said that he in­ 
tended getting married soon. 


Gen. Maclver iwas born December 
25, 1S41, at sea just off the coast of 
Virginia. 
His mother was a Doug­ 
las of Virginia and his father was 
Ronald Maclver, a younger son 
of 
the chief of the Clan Maclver. 
In 
order that he might be educated he 
was sent when 10 years old to an 
uncle, Gen. Donald Graham, in Edin­ 
burgh. 
He got a 
commission 
five 
years later as ensign in the Honor­ 
able East India Company and at 16 
was fighting the Indiau mutiny. 
He 
was wounded and for a time his con­ 
dition was considered critical. 
Fol­ 
lowing this he served in 
the 
ten 
years' war in Cuba, in Brazil, in Ar­ 
gentina, in Crete, in Greece, in two 
Carlist revolutions in Spain, in Bos­ 
nia and for four years in this coun­ 
try’s civil war, most of the time un­ 
der Stonewall Jackson and Jeb Stu­ 
art. 
He was wounded four times in 
the civil war. 


Ju st after the civil war he was 
Interested in an expedition which met 


agree with him, and after six months 
he got an honorable discharge, sign­ 
ed by Stone Bey. 


He recovered sufficiently to tako 
active part in the Franco-Prussian 
war with the rank of Colonel of Cav 
airy of the auxiliary army. 
At the 
battle of Orleans, iwhile on the staff 
of Gen. Chanzy, he was w'ounded. 
Maclver afterward formed a league 
in the Carlist uprising and carried 
important messages from Don Carlos 
to sympathizers of the cause in ad 
joining countries. 
He fought against 
the Turks in Herzegovinia with the 
Montenegrins. When the Servians de­ 
clared war against the Turks he re­ 
turned to London to organize a cav­ 
alry brigade to fight with the Ser­ 
vian army. 
This venture was not 
successful owing to a lack 
of 
re­ 
cruits. 
Later in the Servian army 
he was made a General de Brigade. 


Upon the conclusion of his service 
with Servia the General went to Cen­ 
tral America, reorganized the armies 
of the small republics and afterwards 
acted as United States Consul. 
Ho 
later offered his services to President 
McKinley 
in 
{h?> Spauisli-Anieiican 
war. 
The most active part of his 
career ended with his connection with 
the Servian arm r. 
At the time of 
his death he wras a naturalized citi­ 
zen of the United States.

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GLOVES OF WHALEHIDE. 


Attempt to Find Profitable Use for 
a Wasted Product. 


Newfoundland whalers, seized with 
a spirit of enterprising economy, are 
reported to bo attempting to place 
while hide on tho m arket for the 
manufacture of whale leather. 


It is not surprising that such an 
attempt should bo made. It must vex 
the spirit of any whaler of well bal­ 
anced mind to see, after all the hard­ 
ship and danger of his. calling, an 
enormous and altogether dispropor­ 
tionate bulk of his quarry cast away. 


From a large right whale of, say 
45 to 50 feet in length, about 2oQ 
barrels of oil and one and three-quar­ 
ter tons of baleen, or whalebone, may 
be obtained. 
The remainder of the 
gigantic carcass, which may be as 
much as fifty tons, (has hitherto been 
considered useless. 


The average whale hide if laid out 
on the ground would cover a surface 
of nearly* 1,500 squaro feet at which 
rate one whale if its hide could be 
made Into boots and shoes would well 
stock a W est End boot shop.

Record 
of Murders

The latest criminal 
statistics 
of 
Italy reveal the fact that during the 
year 1903, 310G persons were 
mur­ 
dered and 93,708 wounded. 
The fig­ 
ures show a decrease from the preced­ 
ing year in the 
number 
.of killed, 
which is attributed to the progress of 
surgery, but there is an increase in 
the number of wounded. 


It is calculated that in a period of 
twenty-seven years 97,000 
(persons 
met violent deaths and 2,000,000 have 
been wounded. 
The statistics relate 
exclusively to crimes referred to the 
courts, and do not include 
wounds 
which healed within ten days or cas­ 
es which were hidden from 
the po­ 
lice. 


Crimes of blood show a decreasing 
tendency as compared 
with the in­ 
crease in population. 
The record for 
criminality is held, 
by Sicily, where 
the proportion of m urders reaches 42 
to every 100,000 inhabitants 
in tho 
province of Girgenti. 
The proportion 
decreases in other provinces and falls 
to 25 for every 100,000 in Naples. 
It 
still further decreases considerably in 
northern Italy, where, at 
Bergamo, 
there is only one murder 
for every 
100,000 persons.

A negro boy brought 
up the horses, but before mounting 
Maclver said to Major Tonlin-s sec­ 
onds; ’My friends are in haste for 
m e to go. 
Is there anything that I 
can do? 
I hope that you consider 
this m atter has been settled honora­ 
bly.* 


“There being no reply, the Confed 
erates rode away.” 


On his way to join 
Maximilian’s 
army in Mexico Maclver was cap­ 
tured by Indians and held for a month, 
Later he saw big fighting at Monte­ 
rey, where for personal bravery he 
received tho title of Count and the 
order of Guadeloupe. 
When Maximil­ 
ian was executed Maclver moved on 
to Rio de Janeiro, where two months 
later ho was wearing the uniform of 
Emperor Dom P^dro and with the 
rank of Lieutenant-Colonel 
was 
in 
command of the foreign legion of the 
armies of Brazil and Argentina, fight­ 
ing against Paraguay. This band was 
nearly wiped out by cholera, to wLich 
Maclver fell a victim.

Worn by Native Women In Isthrtaus 


of Tehuantepec. 
\ 


It is believed that many Amerl/can 
and European tourists will be attract­ 
ed to the Isthmus of Tehuantepec} as 
soon as they learn that the National 
Tehauntepec railroad has been 
com­ 
pleted and opened for regular traffic 
and regular steamship service has been 
established between Coatzacoalcos and 
United States and European ports, and 
between the Pacific coast terminal, Sa- 
lina Cruz and San Francisco. 
Tho 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec has 
hereto­ 
fore been so far removed from through 
lines of travel that comparatively few 
pleasure seekers have visited it. In it» 
winter climate the isthmus 
is unex­ 
celled. 
The air is bracing and re­ 
freshing. Even in summer the heat i& 
not oppressive, and at Santa Lucrecia, 
where an altitude of seveial hundred 
feet is reached, there* are all of the* 
comforts that are to be found at most 
summer resorts in the United States. 
In order to accommodate visitors, largo* 
hotels have been provided at Coatza­ 
coalcos, Santa Lucrecia, Salina Crus 
and other places along the line of rail­ 
road. 


There are many interesting things to 
be seen on the isthmus, not the least 
of which are the native Tehuanas, or 
Indian women. 
They wear a peculiar 
dress that is to be seen in no other 
part of Mexico. It is called the Huipll 
dress. 
It consists of a short cape„ 
made of white or colored muslin, with 
a deep lace border of white or the pal­ 
est lavender, 
a lace 
collar, 
Short 
sleeeves, with long ruffles; a 
short 
muslin jacket of some bright coloiv 
with low neck and short sleeves, and 
a petticoat, which is simply an oblong 
piecd of crimson or dark blue cotton 
cloth, wound around the loins, where 
it is confined by a sash, afid reaching 
to the ankles. 
This peculiar dress is 
worn by every Telman a woman and 
child, without respect to age or social 
position. It is worn in many different 
ways, according to the occasion, and 
is always of the brightest colors ob­ 
tainable. 


The market place in Tehuantepec* 
is a scene of brilliancy each morning 
when the women gather to do their 
trading. 
One of the staple food pro- 
ducts is the iguana. 
This animal ^ 
sold alive. 
It is a foot or two long, 
and in order to make it marketable 
its mouth is sewed up, to prevent it 
from biting, and its legs are tied be­ 
hind its back. The Tehuanas are not­ 
ed for their cleanliness. 
The men are- 
indolent, of short stature and slight 
build. 
They wear white linen shirts,, 
with the tails outside of the trousers. 
Men, women and children go bare­ 
footed. 


There are a number 
of American 
planters on the isthmus. Most of their 
holdings are in the interior. 
These 
plantations 
are principally 
devoted 
to raising coffee and sugar. 


As a side trip the American tourist 
may go over the new Pan-American 
railroad, which now runs from 
iSan 
Geronimo, a station on the National 
Tehuantepec road, to within 100 miles: 
of the Guatemala border. Considerable 
progress has been made in the con­ 
struction of this 
last 
one 
hundred 
miles, and tho buliders declare that in? 
less than a year the road will be fin­ 
ished to the Guatemala border. Deer, 
wild hogs and other game which are 
to be found in tropical Mexico abound 
all along the route. 
There are no re­ 
strictive game laws, and the sports­ 
man can hunt and kill to Tiis heart’s 
desire. 
The surf bathing 
at 
Salina 
Cruz, both winter and summer is ex­ 
cellent, and so is the deep water fish­ 
ing.—Coatzacoalcos, Mex.,

It is not a matter of common know- 
lodge, says the Technical World Mag- 
azine, that some of tho weeds "infest- 
ing" the land will produce the crude 
druiis wliich today, in large part, are 
obtained by importation from abroad. 
Alice HenkGl, an assistant of the Gov- 
ernment's plant industry bureau, says 
that the i^oots, leaves and flowers of 
several of the weed species regardod 
as pla^JTues in the United States aro 
gathered, prepared and cured in Eu- 
rope, and not only for useful com- 
modities there, but supply to a con- 
siderable extent the demands of for- 
eitrn lands. 


There are weeds in this country 
acrainst which extermination laws have 
been passed which 
hold 
in 
their 
leaves, stems or roots medicinal prop- 
erties which have a value In the work 
of preserving the health of the nation. 
It Is possible in ridding land of weeds 
in order that crops may be grown, to 
make of the uprooted "pests" a source 
of income. 
Moreover, it ?s possible to 
maintain upon land given 
over 
as 
worthless for crop-growing 
purposes 
a weed plantation, which, after tho 
harvest, will prove Itself to be not less 
profitable than some 
of 
the 
tilled 
fields.

Making the Lawn for the ^ 


Country Home

LAWN, to be pleasing, must have a smooth, even surface. 
It can bo perfectly level, or it can slope evenly from the 
house to the street. 
A level lawn is easiest to make, un- 
less there 
happens to be a 
good deal of soil 
about the 
house, from the excavations of the cellar. 
Unless a house 
stands well above ground, on a good foundation of stone, I 
would advise a level lawn. 


Go over the ground with spado and hoe and cut down 
all knolls. 
The soli tluis obtained should be used in filling 
hollows. 
But do not undertake to fill any depression of the surface by sim- 
ply dumping loose soil into it. 
Put in a little, work it over until mellow, and 
then beat it down thoroughly. 
Then put in some more, and repeat the beat- 
ing process, and keep on doing this until the surface is even. It is very nec- 
essary that this part of tho work should be carefully done. 
If it is not the 
soil will settle and your lawn will have little inequalities all over its surface 
and be anything but satisfactory. 


After having leveled the ground, the surface of it should be scarified in 
some manner, to prepare it for the reception of seed. 
Some persons go over 
it with the hoe, making little cuts all over the surface, following this opera- 
tion with an iron rake, to pulverir.e the soil. 
This does very well where the 
grounds are small, but is a somewhat tedious task on large grounds. I would 
advise using a harrow drawn, by one horse. 
Go over the ground thoroughly 
one way, and then cross-harrow it. 
Do not have the harrow teeth set to .cut 
deeply into the soil. 
This is unnecessary, as all you want to do is to pre- 
pare the surface for the seed. 
If there are any bits of sward or clods after 
harrowing is completed, pulverize them with the iron rakes. 


If harrowing is not feasible, the spade can be resorted to' as a leveling 
tool. 
Or a garden cultivator can be used with a fair degree of success, un- 
less the soil is grassy. 
Manure should be applied liberally, and can be dohe 
most effectively when the process of leveling is going on, for then it be- 
comes thoroughly mixed with the soil. 
I could advise chemical fertilizers, 
bone dust, or guano, because with these we get no weed seeds.—From "Mak- 
ing the Country Home" in tho Outing Magazine,

fans, 
and 
knifc-sharpeners. 
A single glass of 
water is enough to cause death when 
it is harnessed in the -way they use 
it in China where it is a form of 
capital punishment. 
The 
water 
is 
made to fall one drop at a time upon 
the top of the victim's head. 


Switzerland runs a steep-grade rail­ 
road up a mountain side by water 
power. 
There are two lines of track 
and two trains, one on each, track. 
When stable, one train is at the up­ 
per and the other at the lower term­ 
inal. 
The front of the train at the 
bottom is attached to the rear of the 
one at the top by a cable running 
up the middle of the track to the top, 
and thence over by pulleys. 
Like­ 
wise, a cable runs from the front of 
the top car, down the grade, to the 
rear of the bottom car. 
On the ends 
of the trains are large tanks. 
The 
one on top fills up with water, the 
brakes are loosened, and, since it is 
heavier than the one on the bottom, 
it slowly drops, pulling the other up. 
Then, when the brakes have been put 
on, the water is poured cut of the 
»tank and the train «which is now on 
top loads up. 
Grease for the wheels 
is the only expanse of this railroad. 


Switzerland is responsible, too, for 
a clock that run3 by water power. It 
is operated on the hour-glass prin­ 
ciple, familiar to those who boil eggs. 
Th.ere are three of these water hour­ 
glasses, one for the minute hand, an­ 
other for the hour hand, 
and the 
third for the chimes, which are set 
in motion either at the hour or the 
quarter hour. 
In Italy there is a 
church bell that strikes the hour by 
w ater power on very much the same 
idea. 


But that is using water in homeoeo- 
pathic doses. 
It is only in recent 
years that it has been made to work 
real hard. 


Hardly ten years ago the only use 
made by rivers was to run the old- 
fashioned mill wheel, which can now 
seldom be seen outside of picture gal­ 
leries. 
Its place has been taken by 
powerful generating plants that have 
harnessed the river so that it does 
sometliing more useful than just drift 
down from the mountains to the sea. 


There is some dispute as to who 
first thought of using waterfalls for 
generating power. 
An 
Englishman 
claims the distinction, and it came, 
like most 
inventions, 
accidentally. 
This Englishman was standing under 
a barrel full of water when the bot- 
. <tom »dropped out. 
The force of the 
iflow knocked him over. 
Being a 
thoughtful man he reasoned that if 
a barrel full of «water could knock 
him over, a river full could do won­ 
ders. 


But, whether the Englishman claims 
the credit or not, the idea is now in 
full swing at dozens of waterfalls. 
Huge wheels are placed under these 
falls so that the fall of the water 
makes them revolve »with tremendous 
speed, and these wheels are connect­ 
ed with generators which store up the 
power and supply it to all who want 
to buy. 


The same principle applies also to 
swiftly moving rivers, and so com­ 
plete is the success that now all over 
Europe and in many parts of this 
country, the farmer has his house 
electrically lighted. In the little town 
of Upland, Cal., the people are able 
to do their cooking cheaper by elec­ 
tricity 'than by gas. 


There have been numerous devices 
for harnessing the tides, but none, as 
yet, have been eminently successful. 
Several schemes have been patented 
for using Hie power of waves, but they 
have usually met with a sad ending. 
Some years ago Ocean Grove sprink­ 
led her strepts with water that was 
pumped by one of these wave ma« 
chines, but Its life of usefulness was 
cut short by a wave that was more 
powerful than the machine. 


The latest scientific use of water, 
for the plunger type of elevator, en­ 
gineers say, will make the fifty-story 
skyscraper possible, and incidentally 
^brings out one of the simplest and 
prettiest of water devices. 
To the 
'bottom of the elevator car is attach­ 
ed a steel column equal in length 
to the run of the elevator, which runs 
up and down a shaft in the earth. At 
^the «bottom of this -shaft are two 
.pipes, one for supplying water, and 
the other for drawing it off. 
As th* 
w ater is poured into -this shaft, the 
steel rod rises, pushing the elevator 
upward. 
When the desired story has 
<been reached, the operator jn the car 
moves the handle, 
which 
instantly 
checks the flow, and the car resti 


ttjxm the foody of water in the shaft 
When the operator wishes to lower 
the car, he moves the handle in the 
required direction, which starts the 
other pump to work* and the eleva­ 
tor drops gently with the gradual dim­ 
inution of the water. 
By thus utiliz­ 
ing water, thirty-story elevators, a 
new record in elevator construction 
are being built for the new City In­ 
vesting Company's skyscraper in Cort- 
landt 
street.—New 
York 
Evening 
Post.

WHY WE DIE. 


One-third of the Deaths Could Be Pre­ 
vented, Says a Learned Doctor. 


Taking as its motto the homely 
adage, “An ounce of prevention is bet­ 
ter than a pound of cure,” the Med­ 
ical and Chirurgical Faculty of Mary­ 
land launched a new movement for 
the education of the public in ques­ 
tions of health at a mass-meeting held 
recently at McCoy Hall. 


Dr. J. N. McCormick, who has been 
a member of the health board of Ken­ 
tucky for twenty-five years, was the 
leading 
speaker. 
His 
theme 
was 
“Things About Doctors Which Doc­ 
tors 
and 
Other 
People 
Ought 
to 
Know.” 


.Many of his utterances, while not 
entirely new, had the ring of surprise 
in them. 
For instance he declared 
that one-third of the sickness which 
has occurred in the State and in the 
country in the past .year and every 
year was due to diseases wiiich are 
distinctly and practically preventable. 
The people and the men in authority 
in the government, he declared, were 
slow in waking up to this fact. 


For five years Dr. McCormick has 
been going from place to place try­ 
ing to «waken up the people and to 
impress upon legislators the wisdom 
of the assertion made by Gladstone, 
“Tlie care of the public health is the 
first and most important duty of the 
statesman." 


After speaking’ of the great num­ 
ber of deaths in the army on account 
cf inefficient measures for prevention 
of disease, he turned his attention to 
Maryland and said: 


“Now this is a bad record for us 
as a nation, but that for Maryland 
is even worse. 
One-third of the peo­ 
ple sick in this State in 1905, and 
every year and one-third of those you 
took to your cemeteries were sick and 
died of diseases which your medical 
profession cculd and would have pre­ 
vented if they couTd have had the in­ 
telligent co-operation of your people. 


“You had in that year 2,38S deaths 
from consumption, which means that 
/you have about 8,000 cases of this 
disease in your State constantly. The 
common impression is that this is an 
inherited malady, but this is an error. 
■No matter what your mother and 
father died of, you can no more have 
consumption except by getting into 
your body the germs from a previous 
case than you can raise corn or /wheat 
on one of your rich Maryland farms 
without seed. If all of the expectorat­ 
ed matter and the other infection dis­ 
charges from every case of this dis­ 
ease now in your State could be col­ 
lected and destroyed until they re­ 
cover or die, there need never be an­ 
other case within your borders un­ 
less it be an imported one. 


“You had 1,422 deaths from the 
diseases of children caused by using 
dirty, adulterated or spoiled milk. We 
often speak of the slaughter of the in­ 
nocents by Hero, but he was a no­ 
vice in the business as compared with 
our modern cities. 


“You shuddered with horror over 
the loss of life on the Larchmont and 
in the New York Central wreck the 
other day, and properly so, but more 
babies die needlessly every week in 
your State during the hot season than 
there were people killed in both of 
these disasters, and it goes on al­ 
most without comment. 
It would be 
cheaper for you to inspect the dairies 
or sterilize the milk and save these 
babies than it would be to bury them. 


'You had 25G deaths from diph­ 
theria and scarlet fever, all distinct­ 
ly preventable. 
You had 47G deaths 
from .typhoid fever during that year. 
This means, according to the best es­ 
timates, that you have about 6,000 
cases of this disease during each year. 


“Typhoid fever is a typical filth 
disease. 
No one can have it except 
by getting into their mouth and stom­ 
ach some of the dischargvs from the 
bowels or kidneys of someone who 
has it. 
This is not a nice thing to 
think about, but nice people ought to 
think about it and stop doing It, 
In 
cities it often comes from the use of 
infected water, as in the epidemic now 
on in Scranton; less frequently in the 
milk, sometimes on the hands, cook­ 
ing utensils, or. food, In small towns 
and country districts typhoid fever is 
usually carried by the ordinary house, 
fly, as it »was at Chickamauga and the 
other military camps during the 3pan- 
ish-American war. 


“In short, during this one year you 
had 5,848 deaths 
from 
preventable 
diseases. 
Now, a State has no more 
valuable asset than that represented 
in its healthy population, 
According 
to the political economists, to say 
nothing of the cost of caring for the 
sick who recovered from these dis­ 
eases, this represents a distinct loss 
to your people each year of $5,848,- 
OOO.'^Baltimore Sun.

Early Morning Hours That Tax ths 


Railroads. 


To realize how* New York gets its 
food one must imagine not only thou­ 
sands of car loads, but thousands of 
train loads in motion every hour of 
the day of eyery day of the year from 
Florida, New Orleans, California, Se­ 
attle, St. Paul and Chicago. At Buf­ 
falo, Pittsburg and Washington theso 
trains enter the narrow end of the 
funnel through which they converge 
at New York. 


After the last through 
passenger 
trains with their lines 
of gleaming 
windows have come and gone the rail­ 
road tracks on the Jersey 
side are 
alive with trains from which no light 
shines save of the signal lamps. Fer­ 
ryboats bring these cars to the piers 
in Manhattan, where hundreds 
and 
thousands of dock hands are waiting. 
Boxes and crates, barrels and bundles 
are wheeled down the gang wfays and 
piled high on the platforms. 
In the 
berry season the crates of berries are 
first taken to the front. At 1 o’clock 
long lines of men come from out of 
tlio darkness, where their 
wagons 
throng the roadway, file in, inspect 
the crates of berries, bargain with the 
representatives of the wholesale re­ 
ceivers, who stand under the torch­ 
like lights, and in two hours there is 
seldom a box of berries in sight. 


At o o'clock other men file in, in­ 
spect the boxes and barrels and pack­ 
ages of fruit and fresh vegetables, 
bargain with the receivers and take 
them away. Again at 5 o’clock linos 
of men file in. 
This time butter and 
cheese, poultry and eggs are the ob­ 
ject of their search. 
By 7 o’clock the 
pier is cleared of theso products. The 
dealers, the grocers and the hucksters 
have taken what they think their cus­ 
tomers will purchase, the kinds and 
quantities of things 
for 
which 
in 
their judgment there will be demand. 


Edibles that can be 
stored^ or at 
least preserved, for a week or more 
are sold either at established market 
prices or taken to storehouses. 
Vege­ 
tables and fruits that 
spoil 
if not 
promptly consumed are sold at auc­ 
tion, notification having been sent to 
retail dealers in advance of expected 
large consignments. 
At Pier 20 of 
the 
Erie railroad, for example, are 
heled the auctions of 
citrous 
fruits. 
Over a space 500 or G00 feet in length 
and 200 feet or so in dieptli are dis­ 
played countless piles of boxes of 
oranges, lemons, tangerines, manda­ 
rins 
and 
grapefruit. 
Printed 
lists 
specifying each lot are furnished pro* 
spective purchasers. 


By far the greater 
portion of the 
things that we eat is brought to New 
York by the Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
The Southern railway and the Atlan­ 
tic Coast line bring for through ship­ 
ment over the Pennsylvania lines from 
Washington the products of the South 
and its arms extending to Cincinnati, 
St. Louis and 
Chicago 
reach 
the 
Southwest, West and Northwest. 
At 
the Desbrosses street station of the 
Pennsylvania railroad are 
received 
larger quantities of fruits, vegetables 
and dairy products than at any other 
entry of New York. The celerity with 
which they are 
handled 
cannot' be 
comprehended unless one has stood 
on the pier during the time of unload­ 
ing and of market. 
On Sunday nights 
in June the fruits and berries, peach­ 
es and vegetables cover not only the 
pier, but all of West street in front 
of the pier, sometimes blocking even 
the street car traffic.—New York Sun. 


Canada and Alaska. 


New York City consumes 118,150/ 
000 pounds of cotton each year. 


The conditions for the acquirement 
of a homestead in Canada are far 
easier than in Alaska. 
In Canada 
it is possible for a man and three 
sons, the youngest of whom is IT 
years of age, each to take up a quar­ 
ter section at trifling expense, build a 
house for all on one quarter section, 
do the required six months’ improve­ 
ment work on each for three years, 
and at the end of that time obtain 
crown grants for all four quarter sec­ 
tions. In Alaska, while conditions are 
very liberal, a man taking up a home­ 
stead of 320 acres must do improve­ 
ment work for five years before ob­ 
taining title, though he is privileged 
at the end of the first year to have 
160 acres surveyed at his own ex­ 
pense, and by paying $1.25 an acre 
obtain full right to it.—Boston Alask­ 
an.

SCIENCE 


While the average man is satisfied 
with a maximum of thirty-two teeth, 
a Turk near Baiburt, in Asia Minor, 
boasts of forty-five, all perfect. He be­ 
longs to a well toothed familjr, his 
mother and a sister each 
liavo the 
same number. 


Physicians, chemists and physlodo- 
gists (many of them 
smokers them­ 
selves) agree that 
smoking before 
maturity is reached always leads to 
a waste of nerve power and brain 
force, and thus squanders iife by weak­ 
ening the very centre of strength. 


At the end of the human vertebral 
column is tho coccyx, which forms a 
true rudimentary tail. In the adult 
this is concealed beneath the skin, but 
in the embryo, both in man and the 
ape, it is much longer than the limbs. 
In the human embryo tho muscles for 
wagging the tail aro still to be found. 


All the evidence at hand goes to 
favor the idea advanced by Sir Isaac 
Newton, that the motions of bodies in 
space are suffering retardation and 
that their velocity is steadily being 
diminished to the point where it will 
ultimately cease. 
Astronomers have 
calculated that the earth, for example, 
loses about ane hour in 1G,000 years. 


The effect of moisture on wood is 
referred to in the report of Forest Ser­ 
vice of tho United States Department 
of Agriculture. 
It 
was 
found 
that 
proper drying greatly increases the 
strength and stiffness of all kinds 
of wood, e. g., red spruce dried at 100 
degrees centigrade is 
400 
percent 
stronger than when green. 
Upon ab­ 
sorbing moisture 
again 
wood 
be­ 
comes weaker than when green. 
Air 
dried wood protected from the weather 
and containing 12 percent moisture, 
is from one-seventh to one-lialf times 
as strong as wfhen green. 


The artificial cork of 
a 
recent 
French patent is made of a mixture 
of amorphous cellulose (pith of rushes, 
powdered cocoanut (solution of nitro- 
pulp), fibrous cellulose (thistledown, 
textiles, or esparto pulp), and aggluti­ 
nating cellulose (solution 
of 
nitro- 
usedcellulose. Glasslined moulds with 
small holes for the escapo of vapor 
are used to shape the pasty composi­ 
tion. The volatile solvents of the ni- 
tro-celllulose are evaporated, the corks 
are removed from the moulds, and 
the nitro-cellulose is denitrated by a 
reducing agent. 
The finished material 
is given resistance to water by dipping 
into tungstic acid. 


PAINTING THE LILY. 


German Fiorists Produce Strange Ef­ 
fects by the Use of Aniline Dye. 
Fashion in flowers 
has taken 
a 
freak turn in Germany of late 
and 
there is great demand in certain cir­ 
cles for blooms of hues not found in 
nature. 


The flowers are cut with extra long 
stalks a few hours before they reach 
full maturity. 
Then the stalks are 
put in water in which aniline 
dyes 
have been dissolved. 
White carna­ 
tions, lilies a<nd pansies are the easiest 
to dye and give the most natural re­ 
sults. 


As the stalk sucks up the water the 
aniline pigment is carried through ajl 
the fine vessels of the blossom and de­ 
posited in its cells, so that after a few 
hours its color is completely estab­ 
lished. 
Sometimes strange and even 
beautiful effects are secured by stop­ 
ping the coloring process before it is 
complete. 
Tho white petals will then 
be delicately veined with green or red 
—these being the colors most success­ 
fully used. 


Since the discovery that the flowers 
are simply dyed there is a great out­ 
cry among floriculturists, who 
pro­ 
nounce the process an outrageous fraud 
011 nature, both inartistic and vulgar. 
This does not prevent the demand for 
the dyed flowers from spreading,— 
New York Sun, 


Shoes of Whale Hide. 


Newfoundland whalers, seized with 
a spirit pf enterprising economy, are 
reported to be attempting to place 
whale hide on the market for the raai> 
ufacture of whale leather. 


It is not surprising that such an at­ 
tempt should be made. 
It must vex 
the spirit of any whaler of well bal­ 
anced mind to see, after all the hard­ 
ship and danger of liis calling, an 
enormous and altogether dispropor­ 
tionate bulk of his quarry cast away. 


From a large right whale of, say, 
forty-five to fifty feet in length, about 
250 barrels of oil, and 1 3-4 tons of 
baleen, or whalebone, 
may 
be 
ob­ 
tained. The remainder of the gigantic 
carcass, which may be as much as 
fifty tons, 'has hitherto been consid­ 
ered useless. 


The average whale hide if laid out 
on the ground would cover a surface 
of nearly 1500 square feet, at which 
rate one wiiale, if its hide could be 
made into boots and shoes, would 
well stock a West End boot shop.— 
London Express.

electrocution, should a new method of 
sterilisation proclaimed by Dr. Co.rl 
H. von Klein of Chicago come into 
general practice. 
Two wires charged 
with poyitive and negative 
currents 
and a metallic bowl, preferably cop- 
per, are his weapons of death. 
With 
one of tho wires applied to the out- 
side of a vessel, the other resting in 
tho fluid it contains, he claims swift 
and sure death is meted out 
to 
the 
unwelcome life therein. 


"Sterilizations by my new method,*' 
said Dr. von Klein, "not only kills 
ftll the ordinary i?erms and bacilli, but 
it likewise kills the fermentive germ 
and itself becomes a most wonderful 
pre«^ervatH'e. 
I tried it on a bowl of 
milk last Thursday. 
That milk is as 
Bweot and pure as pt)ssible." 


Dr. von Klein purposes trying it on 
fruits and vegetables. 
He also hopes 
to evolve a plan by which a copper 
inesh inserted in the 
water 
mains 
can sterilize every drop of water that 
passes through.

Agoraphobia 
(or fear 
of 
open 
spaces) is not nearly as common a 
malady as its antithesis, claustropho- 
bia (fear of shut-in places.) 
Both are 
curious 
and 
somewhat 
anomalous 
states of mind, in which an aversion 
known and admitted by the subjects 
of it to be Irrational 
and 
absurd, 
nevertheless 
dominates 
conduct, 
prompts tlie execution of 
irrational 
acts and renders certain rational and 
desirable acts Impossible. 


If I had to a-peculate on the origin 
of these curious and spurious instincts, 
for such they may be termed. I should 
assign them to the 
revival 
of In- 
stincts which 
existed In full force 
and had great biological value In our 
remote ancestry, but which In most 
of us have long been obsolete. When 
our ancestors were arboreal In habit, 
this habit was their salvation from 
extinction. 
Feeble in body, destitute 
of weapons and of defensive armor, 
devoid of means of concealment, their 
safety from carnivorous foes lay In 
the agility with 
which they 
could 
climb out of reach, and In the accu- 
racy with which they could leap from 
bough to bough and from tree to tree. 
Whenever 
they 
descended 
to 
the 
ground they were in danger. 
It is on 
the ground that the greater carnivora 
pursue their prey, and adapted as our 
ancestors were to arboreal life, their 
progress on open 'ground 
was un- 
doubtedly less rapid than among the 
tree tops, and most 
probably 
less 
rapid than that 
of their 
principal 
foes. 
Among the 
tree 
tops 
they 
were secure. 
There no enemy could 
vie with them in activity or hope to 
overtake them; 
but on the 
ground 
they were at a disadvantage. 
On the 
flat they had no chance against the 
spring of the panther or the spe6d and 
wind of the wolf; but once let them 
attain the security of the forest and 
they could gdn at their enemies be- 
low. 
The 
further 
they 
ventured 
from their secure retreat the greater 
the peril they were in; the 
nearer 
their refuge, the more complete their 
sense of 
security. 
Since 
instincts, 
using the term in the sense of men- 
tal cravings, become adapted to modes 
of life, Which In turn they 
dictate, 
we may be sure that in the arboreal 
stage of their existence aversion ex^ 
isted to any extended excursion from 
their places of security and refuge. 
Near to trees, they were 
in safety; 
far from trees they were In continual 
danger, and therefore in continual un- 
easiness. 
In such a situation 
they 
had an abiding 
and well 
founded 
dread and sense of impending danger. 


This is the state of mind which, as 
it seems to me. Is reproduced In sim- 
ilar 
circumstances 
ip 
agoraphobia. 
The craving of the 
subject 
of this 
malady is to be near, not trees, nec- 
essarily, it is true, but near to some 
tall, vertical structure. 
Away 
from 
such a structure, he has just the feel- 
ing of dread, of impending danger, of 
imminent 
disaster, 
of 
something 
dreadful about to happen that a man 
would have who was walking through 
a jungle infested by tigers, or that a 
child has when alone in the 
dark. 
And this is just such their natural 
habitat. 
I have seen 
a woman af- 
fected with agoraphobia 
get 
from 
one side of a court to the other by 
not only going around by the wall, 
and touching It 
all the 
way, but 
squeezing herself up against it, and 
clutching at the bare surface. Suffer- 
ers from this malady 
cannot cross 
an open space. 
They cannot venture 
more than a step or two from some 
vertical 
surface. 
They feel no 
un- 
easiness in a colonnade, open 
all 
around them 
though 
It be. 
Their 
reason tells them that their dread Is 
groundless, but reason Is powerless 
against Instinct, 
and an 
Imperious 
Instinct 
shouts 
"danger" 
In their 
ears. 


The opposite 
malady, claustropho- 
bia, seems to me to reproduce a state 
of affairs of much later occurrence In 
our racial history. 
When 
arboreal 
habits at length began to be aban- 
doned, and' our anthropoid ancestors 
began to shelter themselves In hol- 
low trees, in caves and holes in the 
ground, there must often have been 
a conflict between the immeasurably 
old, primitive habit of roosting under 
the open sky and tlie modern inno- 
vation of taking shelter 
from th« 
Weather. 
The sense of conflnement 
must have been 
very Irksome. 
We 
may be sure that there was no Bur- 
den revolution in the mode of life. 
The new habit 
was adopted 
very 
gradually. 
Only In some very 
vio- 
lent storm would the first indwellers 
creep into a hole 
for 
shelter, and 
they would soon flnd their 
circum- 
scribed quarters intolerable, and brave 
the elements as soon as the weath- 
er began to moderate. 


Perhaps the new instinct was 
first 
Implanted In. the young by the par- 
ents bestovfnij- their tender offspring 
In holes ¿wring their own atteence or 
when ct!d and rain became sever^e. 
It Is no< easy to t^ach 
an old 
dog 
new titcks; but a young wild 
rabbit 
or squirrel, taken 
at a very 
early 
age from the nest, never 
acquires 
the untamable wildness that is so 
conspicuous a feature In the charac- 
ter of the old. 
In any case, the habit 


who cbould sceîv a ehoUer that their 
forefathers 
would 
have 
scorncd. 
The habit has not yet been fully ac- 
quired by all our race, for we see, 
even at this late day, many persons 
of human status to whom the shel- 
ter of a roof 'Is abhorrent, and who 
prefer, in the worst of weather, to 
lie out imder 
a hedgeside 
rather 
than submit to the restraint of roof 
and walls. 


It is to the impcrfect acquisition 
of this later instinct to seeking shel- 
ter in confined spaces, or rather it 
is to the reassertion over it of the 
more remote and earlier Instinct of 
craving for the open sky, 
and Irk- 
someness 
of 
confinement, that 
the 
malady of claustrophobia 
seems 
to 
me to be due. 
In the subject of this 
malady is 
revived 
In 
Its original 
strength that craving for open 
sky 
and open air, for possibility of move- 
ment in every direction, which were 
Ingrained In our ancestors by their 
free arboreal lives, and which were 
overcome with such difliculty 
when 
first they descended to inhabit terra 
firma. 
Like the sufferer from 
ago- 
raphobia, he who suffers from claus- 
trophobia experiences the revival of 
an ancestral Instinct that has been 
lost more recently than that revived 
in 
agoraphobia. 
Since 
it 
existed 
down to a later date, since 
it has 
been more recently lost,-it Is more 
easily revived, and this is the rea- 
son, I think, that claustrophobia 
is 
so much less rare than agoraphobia. 


Whatever their origin, the two mal- 
adies are equally 
inveterate. 
They 
are refractory 
to 
remedies. 
They 
are recalcitrant to treatment. 
They 
endure for years, and often 
for a 
lifetime.—London Lancet.

It is not a matter of common know- 


ledge, says the Technical AYorld Mag- 
azine, that some of the weeds "infest- 
ing" the laud will produce the crude 
drags which today, in large part, are 
obtained by importation from abroad. 
Alice Henkel, an Assistant of the Gov- 
ernment's plant industry bureau, says 
that the roots, leaves and flowers of 
several of the weed species regarded 
as plagues in the United states are 
gathered, prepared ana cared in Eu- 
rope, and not only for useful com- 
modities there, but supply to a con- 
siderable extent the demands of for- 
eign lands.

against which extermination laws have

leaves, stems or roots medicinal prop- 
erties which have a value in the work 
of preserving the health ci the nation. 
It is possible in ridding land of weeds 
in order that crops may be grown, to 
make of the unrooted "pests" a source 
cf income.

Making the Lawn for the 


Country Home 


By Eden E. QexforcL 


During a fire in a house at Hc-schazn, 


England, the other cay. a man, hear- 
ing that a roast of beef was in the 
kitchen oven, gallantly rushed into the 
burning building, and. amid the cheers 
of the crowd, soon emerged bearing 
the rescued family dinner.

LA.AYN, to be pleasing, must tave a smooth, even surface. 


It can bo pc-rfectly level, or it can slops evenly from the 
house to tie street. A level lawn is easiest to make, un- 
less there happens to be a good deal of soil about the 
house, from tae exeavatior-s of the cellar. Unless a house 
stands well above ground, on a good foundation of stone, I 
would advise a level lawn. 


Go over the ground with spade and hoe and cut gown 


all knolls. The soi^ thus obtained should be used in filling 


hollows. But do net undertake to fill any depression of the surface by sim- 
ply dumping loose soil into it. Put in a little, work it over until mellow, and 
then beat it down thoroughly. Then nut ia some more, and repeat the beat- 
ing process, aad keep on doing this until the surface is ever.. It is very rec- 
essary that this part of the work should be carefully done. If ic is not the 
soil will settle aacl your lawn will have little inequalities all over its surface 
and be anything but satisfactory- 


After having levelc-J the ground, the surface of it should be scarified in 


some manner, to prepare ii for the reception of seed. Some persons go over 
it with the fcoe. malting little cuts all over the surface, following this opera- 
tion wlta an iron rake, to pulverize the soil. This does very well where tae 
grounds ars small, but is a somewhat tedious task on large grounds. I would 
advise using a harrow drawn, ty one horse. Go over the ground thorougliiy 


j cne wr.v. aad. then cross-harrow it. Co not have the harrow teeth set to cut 


deeply into the soil. This is unnecessary, as ail you want to do is to pre- 
pare the surface for ths seed. If there are any hits of sward or clods after 
harrowing is completed, pulverize them with the iron rakes, 


if narrowing is not feasible, the spade can be resorted to" as a leveling 


tool. Or a garden cultivator can be used with s. fair degree of success, un- 
less the scif is grassy. Manure should be applied liberally, and can be dcr-8 
most effectively when the process of leveling is going on, for then ic be- 
comes thoroughly mixed with the soil. I could advise chemical fertilizers, 
bone dust, or guano, because with these we get no weed seeds.—From "Mak- 
ing the Country Kcne" in the Outing Magazine.

A Disease Li He tHe Fear of S Hut-in 


Places. 


PEARLS OF THOUGHT. 


Agoraphobia 
(or fear 
of 
open, 


spaces) is not nearly as common a 
malady as its antithesis, claustropho- 
bia (fear of shut-in places.) Beth are 
carious and 
somewhat 
anomalous 


states of mind, in which, an aversion 
known and admitted by the subjects 
of it to be irrational and absurd, 
nevertheless 
dominates 
conduct, 


prompts the execution of irrational 
acts and renders certain rational and 
desirable acts impossible. 


If I had to speculate on the origin 


of these curious and spurious instincts, 
for such they may be termed, I should 
assign them to the 
revival 
of in- 


stincts which existed in full force 
and had great biological value in our 
remote ancestry, but • which in mosi 
of us have long been obsolete. When 
our ancestors were arboreal in habit, 
this habit was their salvation from 
extinction. Feeble in body, destitute 
of weapons and of defensive armor, 
devoid of means of concealment, their 
safety from carnivorous foes lay in 
the agility with 
which they could 


climb out of reach, and in the accu- 
racy with which they could leap from 
bough to bough and from tree to tree. 
Whenever they 
descended 
to tiie 


ground they were in danger. It is on 
the ground that the greater carnivora 
pursue their prey, and adapted as cur 
ancestors were to arboreal life, their 
progress en open 'ground 
was un- 


doubtedly less rapid than among the 
tree tons, and most 
probably less 


rapid than that 
of their principal 


fees. 
Amcng the 
tree 
tops 
they 


were secure. There no enemy could 
vie wica them in activity or hope 10 
overtake them; but on the grou::u 
they were at a disadvantage. On the 
fiat they had no chance against the 
spring of the panther or the speed and 
wind of the wolf: but csce let them 
attain the security cf the fcrest end 
they could grin at their enemies be- 
low. The 
further 
they 
ventured 


from their secure reireat the greater 
the peri! they were in: the nearer 
their refuge, the more complete their 
sense of security. Since 
instincts, 


using the term in the sense of men- 
tal cravings, become adapted to modes 
of life, wtdch in turn they dictate, 
we may be sure that in the arboreal 
stage of their existence aversion ex* 
isted to any extended excursion from 
their places of security and refuge. 
Xear to trees, they were in safety: 
far from trees they were in continual 
danger, and therefore in continual un- 
easiness. In such a situation they 
had an abiding 
and well 
founded 


dread and sense of impending danger. 


This is the state of mind which, as 


it seems to me, is reproduced in sim- 
ilar circumstances in agoraphobia. 
The craving of tee 
subject of this 


malady is to be near, not trees, nec- 
essariiy. it is true, but near to some 
tall, vertical structure. Away 
from 


such a structure, he has just the feel- 
ing of dread, of impending danger, of 
imminent disaster, 
of 
something 


dreadful about to happen that a man 
would have who •was walking through 
a jungle infested by tigers, or that a 
child has when alone in the 
dark. 


And this is just such their natural 
habitat. I hare seen 
a woman af- 


fected with agoraphobia 
get 
from 


one side of a court to the other by 
not only going around by the wall, 
and touching it 
ail the 
way, but 


squeezing herself up against it, and 
clutching at the bare surface. Suffer- 
ers from this malady cannot cross 
an open space. They cannot venture 
more than a step or two from some 
vertical surface. They feel no un- 
easiness in a colonnade, open 
all 


around them 
though 
it be. Their 


reason tells them that their dread is 
groundless, but reason is powerless 
against instinct, and an imperious 
instinct 
shouts 
"danger"' 
in their 


ears. 


The opposite malady, claustropho- 


bia, seems to me to reproduce a state 
of affairs of much later occurrence in 
our racial history. When 
arboreal 


habits at length began to be aban- 
doned, and our anthropoid ancestors 
began to shelter themselves in hol- 
low trees, in caves and holes in the 
ground, there must often have been 
a conflict between the immeasurably 
old, primitive habit of roosting under 
the open sky and the modern inno- 
vation of taking shelter 
from the 


weather. The sense of confinement 
must have been very irksome. We 
may be sure that there was no sur- 
den revolution in the mode of life. 
The new habit 
was adopted very 


gradually. Only in some very vio- 
lent storm would the first indwellers 
creep -into a hole 
for 
shelter, and 


they irould soon find their circum- 
scribed quarters intolerable, and brave 
the elements as soon as the weath- 
er began to moderate. 


Perhaps the new instinct was first 


implanted is. the young by the par- 
ents cestonrfat; their tender offspring 
in holes during their own acteence or 
•when ct!d and rain became sever^. 
It is not easy to teach an old dog 
new tricks; but a young wild rabbit 
or squirrel, taken 
at a very early 


age from the nest, never 
acquires 


the untamable wildness that is so 
conspicuous a feature in the charac- 
ter of the old. In any case, the habit 
cf taking shelter 
in more or less 


closed spaces was a habit of slow 
and gradual acQuirement. and 
we 


may be sure that it was not ac- 
quired without many a relapse and 
many a backsliding. We can almost 
hear the jeers and scoffs of the stout 
old Tory anthropoids at the effem- 
inacy of their degenerate 
Juniors, 


who chould seei a shelter that their 
forefathers 
would 
have scornei 


The habit has not yet been fully ac- 
quired by all our race, for we see, 
even at this late day, many persons 
of Iranian status to whom the shel- 
ter of a rcof is abhorrent, and who 
prefer, in the worst cf weather, to 
lie out under 
a hecgeside 
rather 


than submit to the restraint of roof 
and walls. 


It is to the imperfect acquisition 


of this later instinct to seeking shel- 
ter in confined spaces, or rather it 
is to the reassert-on over it of the 
more remote and earlier instinct of 
craving for the open sky, 
and irk- 


soraeness of confinement, that the 
malady of claustrophobia seems to 
me to be due. In the subject of this 
malady is 
revived 
in 
its original 


strength that craving for open sky 
and open air, for possibility of move- 
ment in every direction, which were 
ingrained in our ancestors by their 
free arboreal lives, and which were 
overcome with such difficulty 
when 


first they descended to inhabit terra 
firma. Like the sufferer from ago- 
raphobia, he who suffers from claus- 
trophobia experiences the revival of 
an ancc-strr.1 instinct that has been 
lost more recently than that revived 
in 
agoraphobia. Since 
it 
existed 


down to a later date, since 
it has 


been mere recently lost,-it Is more 
easily revived, and this is the rea- 
son, I think, that claustrophobia is 
so much less rare than agoraphobia. 


Whatever their origin, the two mal- 


adies are ec::a:!y 
inveterate. They 


are refractory 
:o 
remedies. They 


' are recalcitrant to treatment. They 


endure for years, an-j often 
for a 


lifetime.—Lcr.con Luncet.

education and therefore our pride, but 
strangely enough we find that it is con- 
scription which is oper^.tiii-g to denude 
the farms of a. sufficient supply of na- 
tive labor.
